Madkid, Ang, 10.— The man who 
dhot and killed Senor Canova^ dol Cus- 
tillo, the prime minister of Spain, has 
made a oonfeeaion. He noid that his 
oeal name was Miohelo Angiue Qolli, 
that he was 26 years of age, a natiro of 
Bo^giu, near Naples, and that he loft 
(taly and came to Spaiij in 1890. After 
n'achinff Spain, Golli, liotording to his 
cqufession, resided at Barcelona and 
participated in the doings of the various 
anarchist aasooiations of that j^aoe and 
vicinity. After sojoorniug at fiaroelona 
for some time he visited France and 
Belgium and returned to Spain in July 
last. 

After his n turn the aiiarcliist soimiiciI 
to liavf coiiiplett'il the iilaiis toi- f hi' as- 
f^assinatioii <)t' tlu' priiuu iiiiiiistcr. lit- 
left Madrid for Santa AKucda at tlit' 
Kaiiif time aa St iior ('aiiiix as (id ( 'astil- 
lo, and \s-aited an ojjportiinity to assas- 
Kinato the statesman. In aiipearanci' 
(.jolli is of medium height, m imfs a lull 
beard and spoctaclc.-*, and liis (K im anor 
i.<« thiit of a <iuiet, law-abidinx citi/i'ii. 
He says lie is satisfied with liaviuK 
"done hi.s duty," and asserts tliat he 
had no p' isonal ^Tudf;** against the 
premiiT ami was merely obeyinj; ordf rs 
received from his superiors in tlie seeret 
boriety tf) whieli he bi-loiiffed. 

He frankly professes auarehist doc- 
trines, says he was sent in 1M».) to three 
months' imprisonment in th(> jail at Lu- 
cerne, m Italy, and claims that he es- 
caped from there tu Marseilles, from 
which port he made hie way to Barce- 
lona. 

Seuora Canovas, wife of the premier, 
who wa.s but a short distance away 
from her husband when the crime was 
committed, rushed to his side upon 
hearing the shots. As the premier lay 
dying upon the ground she bitterly re- 
proached the murderer for hut crime. 

UolU, in reply to the agouising word.<; 
of the distracted wife, said : "I respect 
voa because yon art an honorable ludy, 
bat I have done my duty, and I am 
now easy in my mind, for I have 
avenged my friends and brotben of 
Montjoich." 

Montjoioh is the fortress of Barce> 
lona, oatside of which the anarchists 
who have been sentenced to death for 
recent ontragce hare been exeeated by 
b^ing shot in the back. 

The anarchists recently executed out- 
side of Montjuich were the last batch 
of those who were gnilty of throwing u 
bomb on Jnne 7, IBM. into a religious 
orocestion about to enter the church of 
Santa Maria Delamar, npon the occasion 
of the Corpus Cbristi celebration. 
Twelve persons were instantly killed, 
and about fiO others, several of whom 
since died from their wounds, were ' in- 
jured. For this crime siu anarchists 
were sentenced to death, and many of 
them were executed. The condemned 
men invariably shouted: "Long live 
anarchy" just before the orden toUro 
were given. 

A post-mortem examination of the 
body of the premier was made yester- 
day prior to embalming it for transport- 
ation to this Pity. The funeral will be 
most impressive. The highest military 
hcinors will be accoKhul the dead pre- 
mier at his funeral. Tiie court will, 
liowever, not return here from San Se- 
bastian, the Bummer resiflence, to at- 
tend the funeral ceremonies. The queen 
rcKeut will be ret)resented at theluneral 
by the Duke of Soloaiayor. 

The official Gazette appeared with n 
black border and announced the uj)- 
I)i)intmeut of Lieutenant (ieneral Don 
Marcoto de AzcarrB^a, the minister for 
war as premier ad interim. 

It is reported that Senor Pidill, presi- 
dent of the chamber of dejmties, w ill be 
appointed president of the council of 
ministers in succession to the late prem- 
ier, at the ezpirutiuu of the nine days' 
moarniBf.

Wacrihotok, Ang. 10. — Official 
notice of the killing of the Spanish 

premier reached the state department 
yest -rday iu the following telegram 
from Minister Taylor : 

"Canovas assassimtted by anarchists. 
Have expressed profound sympathy." 

The secretary ot state immediately 
caused to be drafted the following mes- 
sage of condolence, which was for- 
warded to Minister Taylor, after haviug 
been submitted by telegraph to Presi- 
dent McKinley : 

"Your action ajjproved. Renew in 
name of the president his expression of 
deep sorrow and sympathy for tlie lo^:^ 
borne by .Spam in the death of Senor 
Canovas del Castillo, the prime minister 
of Spain, one of the most eminent of 
the statesmen of our time, and couviy 
condolence to family of the decease-d. ' 

DELEGATE PALM A TAl,K3. 

■a Tktaks That tha Daatk af Oaaavaa 

Win Halp tha Cnbaa Canta. 

New York, Aug. 10.— At the head- 
quarters of the Cuban Junta Delegate 
T. Estrada Palma talked briefly about 
the ■HMrilnrtdn of the Spanish prime 
minister. He said that in his opinion 
Oanovas was more responsible for out- 
rages in Onba than was Weyler, and his 
kiUinff Sffmed to be an act ot Vettibn- 



tion. At the same time the Cuban party 

had nothing whatever to do with the 
de.ith of Canovas and had no knowledge 
that such an act was even contem- 
plated by anarchists or any one else. 
Silvain, who was second to ( "anovas in 
power, although a member of the C(jn- 
servative party, has e.vprt sseil the i pin- 
ion that if he fiad the power and was in 
possession of the iib.^olute knowledge 
that the Cuban difficulty was the cause 
ot the general uprising of the Cubans 
and not of any clique, he would advise 
tlie Spanish to evacuate the islan.l. 

Dr. Palma .said that from every view 
the confusion caused by the death of 
Canovas could not but help the Cuban 
cause. The Cutians had no exprejisioii 
of sympathy to make for the act of the 
assassin, but at the same time Cubans 
could not but feel that they would ben- 
eiit by it. Canovas liad been thn atoned 
by tliM ariarchists of .^paiu ana or 
France, who are closply allied. Dr. 
Palma evpressed the opinion that if Sil- 
vala sho ;ld be selected to succeed Can- 
ovas (rer.f^ral Palavicja wo.ild succeed 
Weyler. General raiavit-ja has recently 
returned to Spain from tlie Phillijiine 
Islands. The Cubans would not receive 
any more humane treatnuiit at the 
hands of General Palavieja, as lie is a be- 
liever. Dr. Palma says, in tlio Weyler 
methods of outrage and assassination. 
The Cuban army had fought in a man- 
ner which had commanded the respect 
of all nations, while Weyler and his 
men liad brutally murdered and com- 
mitted outrages wliich called for the 
condemation of all civilized people. 

In coiiclnsiori. Dr. Palma said that the 
Cubans would not accept less than ab- 
solute independence. 

The rooms of the Cuban junt.'i were 
crowded with the members of the party, 
all of whom expressed thems^elves in 
condemnation of the act of mtirder 
committed by the Italian anarchist.

Lo.Nuox, Aug. 10.— The assassination 
of the prime minister of Spain has 
caused great excitement and activity 
among the police of all branches in this 
city. All the men absent on leave have 
been recalled, and constant communica- 
tions ore going on betsveen the British 
police headquarters here, Scotlanfl 
yard, and the headquarters of the 
Spanish police ut Madrid. 

MASKED ROBBERS ' D0INQ9. 

Ilachrlor Brothers Urutslly Tortured tu 
Maka Tbam Olva Up Their Money. 

JoHNSTOWs, Pa., Aug. 10.— Pour 
masked robbers entered the house of 
Philii) and John Dever, aged and 

wealthy bachelor brothers li/ing in 
Munster township, Cambria county, 
Sunday night and demanded their 
money. The two brothers and a nephew 
aged 80 year* were bound and gagged 
and the house ransacked. Failing to 
find any money, the robbers took lighted 
sticks and burned the feet of the three 
men to ( ompel them to tell where the 
money was secreted. 

Wliile the burning stick was being 
applied to the feet of Piiilip, tlie 
nephew, who had managed to slip the 
blindfold from his eyes, tnrnta his 
head to see what was going on One of 
the robber- saw the move and ran to 
him, striking him a terrible blow on the 
mouth with his revt)lver. kn(K'king out 
his teeth, shattering the lower jawbone 
and splitting the ujiper hp. 

All their efforts failed to obtain in- 
formation as to where they could find 
money, and the four men finally de- 
parted, leaving their victims tied. They 
are tciTii)iy Jii,]ured. and Philip, who is 
TS yt';irs ot ape, may not reco/cr. There 
is no clew to the robbeis.

The broken 
end penetrated the lower part of the 
abdomen for a. distance of seven inches, 
inflicting the injury of which she died. 

Iloy* FlKht at Church. 

LiTTLB Rock, Ang. 10.— Tbad But- 
ler and Jesse Pearson, two white boys, 
aged 14. became involved in a fight 
during religions servloei at Butler 

church, near Star City, Lincoln county. 
Sunday night. Both boys used their 
knives and fought viciously. Butler 
was cut five times, and Pearson was 
stabbed near the heart. Both will die. 
The fight occurred while the minister 
was delivering his sermon, and the con- 
gregation left the church in great cou- 
fusloa. 

Blot to m Jail. 

St. Locrifl, Ang. 10.— A rot broke out 

last night among tlie prisoners in the 
jail at the Four Courts shortly before 
midnight. An alarm bell brought a 
force of detectives and police from 
head(iuarters, and with these reinforce- 
ments the prisoners were (juieted with- 
out bloodshed. Twenty of the malcon- 
tents were placed in dungeons.

The men were 
told by -Mr. Dearmit tliat they would 
lose all tin V had ( ;niic d if tin y would 
not work and Wduld l)e given five days 
j to vacate the co.uiiaiiy lior.scs. The 
; stri!iers say only lU'-n out of .'s-". were 
I at work in the I'lnni ( "ree'i iiiiMe. The 
'company claims almost .i full imee was 
' working. The strikers art* hopeful that 
the remaining diggers will quit work 
after getting their pay. 

The Plum Creek men were not paid 
yesterday, and it is expected the com- 
pany will re.iuire the lueii to si}j;n anew 
ugrt ement before they are given their 

eUVridpes. 

The Sandy Crt ek miners are awaiting 
developments. 'I'lu y are hopeful the 
courts will set aside the contracts of the 
company which the miners were obliged 
to sign. 

A series of meetings are to be held all 
over the district. It is expected to keep 
up the interest in every section and 
strengthen every point where there is 
the least indication of weakness. The 
vigils of the mines of the New York 
and Clevt'land (Jas Coal company are tc) 
be kept up and the vigor increased from 
ilay to day. 

A march is to Lo made from Turtle 
Creek tomorrow. There will be a uum- 
ler of brass bauds in the procession. 
The strikers desire to awaken an inter- 
est in that section, as they claim the 
mines that are working are an injury 

to their cause. 

At the instigation of Thomas S. Sut- 
ton of Willocks, Henry l'h i( h, Emil 
Nazer, Henry Huser and (nistav Rings, 
miners, were committed to jail for a 
hearing before Alderman J. V. Mc- 
Masters on various charges yesterday. 
Ulrich is charged with aggravated as- 
sault and battery ; Na/.er with assault 
and battery, and Huser and Rings with 
unlawful assemblage. The arrests are 
the result of an altercation at Willocks 
July 26, on account of th^ strike. 
Warrants are out for a number of 
others. 

Early yesterd.iy morning the miners 
of West EU^^abeth made a march on the 
mines of the Elizabeth Minini? compa- 
ny, formerly operated by Horner & 
Robert. About 80 miners were going 
to work. After a consultation the men 
asked that they be allowed to finish 
loading a flat. They agreed to go out as 
soon as it was loaded, which will take 
several days. The olticials of the com- 
pany made an effort in the afternoon to 
t;et permission from the mining otlicials 
to continue work on a 09 cent basis. 
This was not given, and it is expected 
that the mine will be idle as soon as the 
fiat is loaded. 

MINcRS ENCO URAGED. 

A Nambar af Man In tba Mrbaalln* Dis- 
trict Have Joined the StrikiTi. 

WnF.Ei.ixc!, Aug. 10. — Matters took a 
turn yesterday in the Wheeling distriet 
and tlie miners are feeling encour.iged. 
Yesterday morning a small army of 
miners from Moundsvllle and Eeuwood 
gathered at the works of the Glendale 
company, eight miles below the city, 
and soon induced the working minors 
at that plant to come out to a man. 
Flushed with their success at this point, 
the strikers, reinforced by the (ileudalo 
men and by a body of strikers that ha<l 
rome across the hills from Elm (.imve, 
went to the Boggs Run miueti and 
camped out on the hillside. 

In the afternoon as the miners came 
out from their work the strikers took 
them in and secured their promise to re- 
main out of the mines during the strike 
if all the men employed by the Boggs 
Run would make the same promise. 
The army then disbanded, with instruc- 
tions to assemble at the month of Boggs 
Run mines, when the other miners will 
be seen and their promise to stay out se- 
cured It is anticipated that this effort 
to cause a general suspension in the 
Whe«ling:4istrict will meet with suc- 
cess.

The 
gold discoveries do not promise the rich- 
ness of tlie K!o7i(hke regions, bat the 
finds are sufTiciently rich to guarantee 
comfortable pro:its to the fortunate 
owners of the properties. 

W. B. Cunditf of Summit, IS miles 
west of thU place, and James D. Terry 
of Elizabethtown, who hav^ a claim 
near Summit, are working it, and are 
now 20 feet down in the i-ock. The ore 
taken out within a few feet of the sur- 
face was assayed by K. W. Berry, the 
president of the National Bunk of Idaho 
City, Ida., who is a registered assayist, 
and lie reports it extremely rich. His 
assay sliows if3i.O70pure gold to the 
ton and |i.'<2800 of silver. The quartz 
continues to increase in richness the 
deeper they go into the shaft, and jndg- 
iir.; from what an old miner says, will 
show up $60 to the ton. He says the 
vein is about an inch and three-quariers 
wide, bat continues to widen us thev 
go down. It is found in a whitish 
granite, and so far $12 per ton will 
cover all expenses of extracting the 
gold. 

Within a mile of this mine gold has 
been discovered in six different places. 
Tlie ore taken from these new discover- 
ies was sent to tlie United States assay 
office at Washington and assayed, show- 
ing up an average of ?i6j,3B7 to the ton. 
The i.cople in this section aro excited, 
and linnilreds will soon be out with pick 
and shovel prospecting for the precious 
metal. 

The discoveries here are not on the 
plact r mine order, but on the quarts or- 
der. 

Tlie surveyor of the port at Louisvilla, 
B. V. Alford. is one of the largest own- 
f rs of the jjold land in the .'^uiiimit sec- 
tion of thiscoanty. He is also making 
arrangements to work mines.

10.— Charles Traut- 
mann, a famous rifle shot, died yester- 
day at his home at Elizabeth, N. J., of 
dropsy, aged 63 years.

He had a roomful 
of trophies, won by his skillful shooting. 

Truutmann spent 80 years in South 
Africa, where he was noted for his 
prowess with the rifle, and acted as 
guide to noted Englishmen on hunting 
expeditions. He was with Livingstone 
on one of his exploring trips, and also 
with Henry M. Stanley on his first ex- 
pedition.
